The Washington Chroniole gives the following
synopsis of the correspondence belween Secre-
tary Seward and Hon, J, Lothrop Motley, late
United States Minister {o Ausiris, which wus
presented to the Senate on Wednesday, In ac.
cordsnce with a resolution passed on the 20th ot
Noveamber:—

On the 18th of April lust Seeretary Seward
wrote to Minlster Motley acknowledging the
receipt of his resiguation, which had been laid
before the President and sceepled, and stated
that, although the Senate had not yet counfirmed
hi# successor, |t was decmed expedient 1o re.
